ABSTRACT: The Department of Cartography of the Moscow Branch of the 

: All-Union Geographical Society together with the Department ‘of 
Cartography of the Moscow Institute for Engineers of Geodesy, 
Aerial Photography and Cartography (MIIGAiK) organized a dis- 
cussion of the book by Professor V. I. Sukhov " The Mapping 
and Consrol of General Maps" on April 25, and May 19, 1958. 
In his opening speech the author of this book mentioned that 
hig book represents the second part of the text book for 
-yuras of gecdesy > "Mapping and Control of Maps" (authors: 
%. A. Salishchev, and V. I. Sukhov, and Yu. V- Filippov). 
21 participants in the discussion uttered remarks and gave 
different view points on the book. Conclusion: The aim of 
the author to illustrate a number of problems insufficiently 
treated in cartography and technical papers must be acknowl- 
edged. On the other hand also great deficiencies are noted: 
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Unclearness, the pres.ace of a number oferrors, theoretically 
unfounded definitions, a number of incorrect conclusions, 
the complete absence of experience collected by non-Soviet 
cartographers, difficult style. It is not suited as text 
pook for universities. 
At the session of the Council MIIGA on May 16, Professor P. Ss. 
Zakatov, Director of the Moscow Institute for Engineers of 
Geodesy, Aerial Photography and Cartography spoke about the 
"Further Improvement (of the quality) in the Preparation of 
Specialists, and the Perfection of the System of University 
Training as Seen by N. S. Khrushchev in His Explanations at 
the 13th Party Congress of the VLKSK". 
Several problems of the better training of geodesists, carto- 
graphers etc. were discussed in detail. The general training, 
with the works! training included, was prolonged to 5 years 
and 6 months.
